It Is Observed at Chicago—Gen.

CraoAOo, Ills., May 29.—General W. 
T. Sherman has arrived to take part 
the decoration ceremonies at Bose Hill 
to-da J. The general stated that he hac 
decided to remove to New York. 


The observance of the ceremony of 
decorating the graves of soldiers by vet 
«ran organizations in this city occurred 
to-day. The marching colamn was com- 
posed of the posts of the Grand Army of 
the Bepublic and was the largest ever 
seen on the streets of Chicago on a sim 
ilar occ^ion. 
Accompanying Ransom 
post, of St. Louis, was General William 
T. Sherman, who marched in the ranks 
on the right of the leading four. He was 
quickly recognized by large waiting 
crowds on the streets and was wildly 
cheered. 


General Alfred H. Terry was also one 
of the marchers and was cheered along 
the route. 
Governor Oglesby, accom 
panied by several other gentlemen, oc- 
cupied the only carriage in the columns. 
The veterans in line numbered four 
thousand.

EDITOR SENTINEL:—YOU have asked 
the Reunion committee "to be fair, gentle- 
men." 
We, the committee, claim wc ar« 
fair, even to forbearance. We credit your 
association with a dispobition to be fair, 
but think your use of any supposed con- 
test injudicious as to the Tri-State Veter- 
ans association's management, and fear it 
will inure to the detriment of the financial 
interests of our city in the future. For 
illustration: Is it well for you to publish 
the name of Dr. Younge as a factor in the 
way of preventing any public enterprise 
that would bring hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to our city.^ Can he run a success- 
ful reunion this or any year? 


Is the statement t*ue, written within the 
last ten days t© parties in our ciiy, by C. 
H. Brinton, of Hartford City, Ind., that 
Ciiizeus of Blackford and Wells counties, 
in this state, will testify that they knew 
Younge to have been io the Confederate 
army during the late war, and that he, 
Brinton,) formed the acquaiutance of 
Younge in March, 1865, in Richmoad, Va., 
and that Younge was then a rebel." 


It this is the ease, is Yuunge a proper 
person to represent any movement under 
the name and guise of a Union officer?

Wayne for two years, August 19 to 24, 
inclusive. These dates, or nearly the 
same, are booked for this year, and are 
the only servicable dates that a success- 
ful reunion can be held, for the follow- 
ing reasons: 


First, We are under a promise to 
the managers of the intended militia 
encampment to be held at Lafayette 
in the 
fore 
part of 
August; that 
we will in no way run our re union to 
coijflict with theirs. 
We intend secur- 
ing through them many attractions. 


Second: A rem ion held in the fore 
part of July wonld be a very unhealthy 
season of the year to take into camp 
militia composed of young men, or even 
old soldiers accustomed to camp life in 
open air twenty years ago. 
We are as- 
sured by expert physicians that camp 
life in July wcnld occasion aggravated 
symptoms of 
dysentery 
and 
camp 
diorrehea. 


The time set for our re-union is the 
best time in the year, weather dry, 
nights warm, with no moisture. 


As to the success or non-success of 
former re unions, with disappomtment 
of managers, citizens, etc,, is it not a 
fact that all public enterprises, even your 
fairs, are sometimes criticised. 


The expenses your association have in- 
curred preliminary to your fair are prob- 
ably duplicated by the reunion commit- 
tee. 


Our committee are not pnnctilous as to 
date you hold your fair. In fact, if you 
determine to hold it one week in advance 
of the reunion we will work cheerfully 
to assist you by allowing your advertis 
ing matter to be circulated at the same 
time as ours and help you in any aud 
every way in our power to make your 
fair a financial succesb. 


We want both the reunion and fair to 
be successful. We want harmony to ex- 
ist, that all the community may be satis- 
fied and managers of both associations 
in sympathy. 


It is an utter impossibility for us to do 
justice to the business community in the 
way of drawing the hundreds of thous- 
and of people we anticipate from the 
three states Ohio, Indiana and Michi- 
gan, in the short time allotted usât your 
suggestion, July 15th. 


It would be impossible to advertise so 
much territory thoroughly. 
Neither 
could we secure the many attractions 
needed to satisfy this host of visitors in 
so short a time. 


As to the implication that unless the 
reunion is held as early as July 15th 
you 
will 
not 
run 
the fair 
this 
year, 
we 
hope 
you 
do 
not 
mean it. One month intervenes between 
date of fair and reunion. September is 
the proper time to hold a fair, and as to 
the races, we do not think they wonld 
bring much of a throng as compared 
with a reunion. 


Would our citizens and business men 
be pleased should we say,. ' 'If we are 
forced to hold a reunion July 15th, when 
we cannot hope for success financially; 
that the reunion committee would dis- 
band, ceasing to hold annual reunions," 
We think not, and hope the alternative 
may not be presented. With best wishes

GLADSTONE. 


Two Democrats Running: for Con- 
gress at Indianapolis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 29.—The excite- 
ment incident to the democratic prima- 
ries proved but the forerunner to greater 
excitement and more pronounced bitter- 
ness in the congressional convention yes- 
terday, and the result is two candidates 
claiming to have been regularly no^na- 
ted. From the beginning the convention 
was a perfect bedlam, and at no time was 
it completely under the control of the 
presiding oflBcer. 
The first test of 
strength l^etween Bynum and the oppo- 
sition was in organizing the convention, 
and Bynum succeeded in securing the 
permanent offices. Pending a call of 
the roll an anti-Bynum delegate moved 
to adjourn, and when this was ruled out 
of order about one-third of the delegates 
representing the opposition, withdrew in 
a body from the hall. They quickly as- 
sembled in another room and nominated 
State Senator Bailey for Congress by ac- 
clamation. The regular convention then 
proceeded to nominate Mr, Bynum, giv- 
ing him seventy-five votes, and after- 
ward making: his nomination unanimous. 
In his speech to the convention Mr. 
Bynum declared that he had never ap- 
plied to Mr. Bendricks the epithets that 
he had been charged with using, but, on 
the other hand, had always been friendly 
to him, and that no enmity had ever ex- 
isted between them. To-ni^ht the city 
is in a ferment over the convention, and 
conservaiive Democrats regard the two 
nominations as certain to give thecapital 
district to the Republicans. 


The delegates who left the convention 
and nominated Bailey passed the follow- 
ing resolution: 


Jiesolved, That as we loved Thomas 
A. Hendricks in life we revere hia mem- 
ory now, and in the name of Thomas A. 
Hendricks we repudiate the claims of a 
man who sought to traduce hia charac- 
ter by d nouncing that great statesman 
as a liar, sneak and hypocrit.

TALMAGE'S LABOR SERMON. 


The Second of the Series» the 
Subject Beine "How Em- 
ployers Should Treat 
Emplojes." 


He Cantloiis Both of Them Against 


Excesses. 


For his second sermon on the great labor 
discussion, Dr. Talmage chose two texts, 
the first from Galatians v., 15: 
"If ye bite 
and devour one another, take heed that ye 
l)e not consumod 
one of another;" and 
Philii)))ians ii., 4: 
"Look not every 
man 
fin his own things, but every man also on 
the things of others." 
Following is the 
sermou in full: 


The labor agitation will soon quiet. 
The 
mills will agaiu open, the railroads resume 
their truliic, our national prosperities again 
start. 
Of course the damage done by the 
strikes cannot immediately 
be 
repaired. 
Wages will not 
be so high as they were. 
Sp.ismodically they may be higher, 
but 
they 
will drop lower. 
Strike.s, whether 
right or wrong, always injure laborers more 
than the capiialists. 
You will see this in 
the 
starviitiou 
next 
\\ inter. 
Boycotting 
and sioli'iu e and murder never pay. 
They 
lire difffit'nt stages of anarchy. 
God never 
blessed murder. 
Tlie worse use j'ou can 
put a man to is to kill him. 
Blow up 
to- 
moirow all the country seats on the banks 
of the Hudson, and all the tine houses 
on 
Madison Square, and 
I'rooklyn 
Heights, 
and Bunker Hill, and Kittenhonse Square, 
and Beacon StriM-i. and all the bricks and 
timber and stones will jut-t fallback on the 
bare! hands of Ami. rican labor. 
The worst 
enemies of the working classes in the United 
States 
and Ireland 
are their 
demented 
coadjutors. 
Assassination—the assassina- 
tions of Lord Frederick Cavendish 
and 
Mr. Burke iu Thci nix Park, Dublin, 
Ire- 
land, in the atlMn]it to avenge the wrongs 
of Ireland, oniy turned awav from afflicted 
people millions of sympathizers. 
The at- 
tempts to blow up the Hou.se of Commons 
in London had only this etfect—to throw 
out 
of 
employment tens of thousands of 
innoc« ut Irish people in England. 
In this 
country the torch put to the factories 
that 
have discharged hands for good« or 
bad 
reason; 
obstructions on the rail-tracks in 
front of midni.i;ht express trains, 
because 
the offenders do not like the president of 
the com})any; striiics onshipboaid the hour 
they were going to sail, or in 
printing- 
oflSces the hour 
the 
paper was to go to 
press, or in the mines the day the coal was 
to be delivered, or on house Bcaffoldinys so 
the builder fails in keeping his contract- 
all tlu'se are only a hard blow on the head 
of 
American labor, 
and cripple its arms, 
and lame its feet, and 
pierce its 
heart, 
'J raps sj^rung suddenly upon 
employers, 
and 
violence, never took one knot out of 
the knuckles of toil or put one farthing of 
wages into a callous palm. 
Barbarism will 
never cure the wrongs of civilization. Mark 
that! 


Frederick the Great admired some land 
near 
his palace 
at Potsdam, and he re- 
solved to get it. 
It was owned by a miller, 
lie offered the miller three times the value 
of 
the property. 
The 
miller would not 
take it because it was the old 
homestead, 
and 
he felt about it as Naboth felt about 
his 
vineyard 
when 
Ahab 
wanted 
it. 
Frederick the Great was a rough and terri- 
ble man, and he ordered the miller into his 
presence, and the Kin;,' w ith a stick in his 
hand—a stick 
with which he sometimes 
struck the olBciiri^of 
State—said to 
the 
miller: 
"Now, 9 have offered yon three 
times the value of that property, and if 
you won't sell it I'll take it anyhow." 
The 
miller said: 
Your Majesty, you won't." 
"Y'es," said the King, 
"I will take 
it." 
"Then," said (he miller, "if your Majesty 
does take it I will sue you in the Chancery 
Court." 
At that 
threat 
Frederick 
the 
Great yielded his infamous demand. 
And 
the most imperious outrage against 
the 
working classes will yet cower before the 
law. 
Violence and contrary to the law will 
never accomplish anything, but righteous- 
ness and according to the law will accom- 
plish it. 


But gradually the damages done 
the 
laborer by the strikes will be repaired, and 
some important things ought now to be 
said. 


The whole tendency of our times, as you 
have noticed, is to make the chasm between 
enijiloyer and employe 
wider and 
wider. 
In olden time the head man of the factory, 
the master builder, the capitalist, and the 
head man of the firm worked side by side 
with their employes,—working sometimes 
at the same bench, dining at the 
same 
table—and 
there 
are those here who can 
remember the time when the clerks 
of 
lars^e commercial houses were accustomed 
to board with the head men of the firm. 


All tliis is < hanged, and the tendency is 
to make the distance b< t ween employer and 
employe wider and wider. 
The tendency 
is to make the employe feel that lie is 
wronged by the success of the capitalist, 
and to make the capitalist feel: 
"Now. my 
laborers are only beasts of burden; I must 
give so much money for so much drudgery, 
just so many pieces of silver for so many 
beads of 
sweat." 
In 
other words, 
the 
bridge of sympathy is broken down 
at 
botn ends. 
'I'hat feeling was well described 
by Thomas Carlyle when he said: 
"Plug- 
son, of St. Dolly Undershot, buccaneer- 
like, says to his men: 'Noble spinners, this 
is the hundredth thotisand we have gained, 
wherein I mean to dwell and plant my vine- 
yartls. 
The hundred thousand pound is 
mine, the daily wage was yoare. 
Adieu, 
noble spinners; drink my health with this 
groat each which I give you -over and 
above.' " 


Now, what we want is to rebuild 
that 
bridge of sympathy, and I put the trowel 
to one of the abutments to-day; 
and 
I 
preach more especially this morning to em- 
ployers as such, although what I have to 
say will be appropriate to all who are 
in 
the house. 


The outrageous behavior of a multitude 
of laborers toward their employers during 
the last three months, behavior infamous 
and worthy of the most condiiju jmnish- 
ment, may have induced some employers 
to neglect some of the real Christian duties 
that they owe to those whom they employ. 
Therefore I want to say to you 
whom 
I 
confront face to face, and those to whom 
these words may come, that all ship-owners, 
all capitalists, all commercial 
firms, 
all 
master-builders, all housewives, are bound 
to be interested in the entiie welfare of 
their subordinates. 
Y'ears ago someone 
gave three prescriptions for becoming a 
millionaire. 
First, spend vour life in get- 
ting and keeping the earnings of 
other 
peo))le; se^pndly, have no anxiety about 
the worriments, the losses, the disappoint- 
ments of others; thirdly, do not mind the 
fact that your vast wealth implies the pov- 
erty of a great many people. 
Now, there 
is hot a man in my audience 
who 
would 
consent to go out into life with 
these 
three principles, to earn a fortune. 
It is 
your desire to do your whole duty to the 
men and women in your service. 


First of all, then, pay as large wages as 
are reasonable, and as your business will 
afford. 
Not necessarily what «'iheis p«y, 
certainly not what your hired help say yon 
must pay. for that is tyranny on the part of 
labor unbearable. 
The right of a laborer 
to tell his employer what he must pay im- 
plies the right of an employer to compel a 
man into a sei-vlcwhether he will or not, 
either of those ideas is despicable. 


When any employer allows a laborer to say 
what he must do or have his business 
rained, and the employer submits to it, he 
does every business man in the United 
States a wrong, and yields to a principle 
which, carried out, would dissolve society. 
Look over yoor aff'airs and put yourself in 
imagination in your laborer's place, and 
then pay him what before God and in your 
own conscience you think you ought to pay 
him. 


' 
'"God bless you's" are well in their place, 
. bnt they do not buy coal nor pay 
hoase 
J rent, nor get shoes for the children. 
At 
' the same time, you, the employer, ought to 
I remember through what straits and strains 
you got the fortune by which you built your 
store or run the factory. 
You are to re- 
member that you take all the risks, and the 
employe takes aone, or scarcely any. 
Y'ou 
are to rememb ,r that there maybe reverses 
in fortune, and that some new kind of ma- 
chinery may make your machinery value- 
less. or some new style of tariff' set your 
business back lioV)eies6ly and forever. Y'ou 
must take all that into consideration, and 
then pay what is reasonable. 


Do not be too ready to cut down wages. 
.\s far as possible, pay all. pay promptly. 
There is a great deal of Bible teaching on 
this subject. 
Malachi: "I will be a swift 
witness against all sorcerers, and against 
ull adiilterers. and againsî those who op- 
I ress the hireling in his wa'.;es." Leviticus: 
' Thou shalt not keep the w ijj;es of the hire- 
ling all ui!.;ht unto the morning." 
Colos- 
Bians: "Masters, give unto your servants 
that which is just and equal; knowing that 
ye also have a Master iu heaven." 
So you 
see it is not a question between you and 
your employe so niuch as it is a question 
between you and God. 


Do not say to your employes: 
"Now, if 
you don't like this place get another," when 
you know they 
cannot get another. 
As 
har as possible once a year visit at 
their 
homes your clerks and your 
workmen. 
That is the only way you can become ac- 
quainted with their wants. 
You will by 
Buch process tind out that there is a blind 
parent or a sick sister being 
supported. 
Yon will find some of your young men in 
rooms without any fire in winter, and 
in 
summer sweltering in ill-ventilated 
apart- 
ments. 
You will find how much depends 
on the wages you pay or withhold. 
On 
Saturday morning, when you come 
into 
your counting-room and draw the check 
which will draw the money for the wages 
or salaries, you will have a thrill of satis- 
faction in knowing it is not only the money 
you give to the young man. but the relief 
to the dire necessities which stand back of 
him. 


Moreover, it is your duty, as an employer, 
as far as possible, to mold the welfare of 
the emi^loye. 
You ought to advise 
him 
about inv( stments, aliout life insurance, 
about savings banks. 
Y'ou ought to give 
him the benefit of your experience. 
There 
are hundreds and thousands of employers 
in this country and England, I am glad to 
say, who are settling in the very best possi- 
ble way the destiny of the employe. 
Such 
men as Marshall, 
of 
Leeds; 
Lister, 
of 
Bradford; 'Akroyd, of Halifax; and men 
so near at home it might off'end their mod- 
esty if I mentioned their names. 
These 
men have built reading-rooms, 
libraries, 
concert halls, 
afforded 
croquet 
lawns, 
cricket-grounds, gymnasiums, chlora so- 
cieties for their emploj-es, and they nave 
Dot merely paid the 
wages on 
Saturday 
Dight, but through the contentment and the 
thrift and the good morals of their employes, 
Ihey are paying wages from generation to 
generation forever. 


Aciain, I counsel all employers to look 
well after the phj^sical health of their sub- 
ordinates. 
Y'ou are expected to 
under- 
stand better than they all these questions 
of ventilation 
and sunshine, and all the 
laws of hygiene. 


There are stores and banking-houses and 
aewspaper establishments 
where the at- 
mosphere ie death. 
Your employes 
may 
Dot always appreciate your work, as that 
style of kindness was not appreciated in the 
instance 
mentioned 
by Charles 
Eeade, 
where in a great factory a fan was provided 
for the blowini,' away of the dust of metal 
ond stone, the dust aiising from the ma- 
phinerj% and some of the workmen refused 
to put this great fan in motion. 
They 
seemed to prefer to inhale the fillings, the 
poisonous tilliniis. into ttieir 
lungs. 
But 
in the vast majority of cases your employes 
Vvill appreciate every kindness in that direc- 
tion. 


Do not put on them any unnecessary fa- 
tigue. 
I never could understand why the 
drivers on our city cars must stand all day 
when they might just as well sit down and 
Irive. 
It seems to me most unrighteous 
lhat so many of the female clerks in 
our 
stores should be com})elled to stand all day, 
and through those hours when there 
are 
few or no customers. 
These peo])le have 
aches and 
annoyances 
and 
weaknesses 
enough wfithout putting upon 
them 
addi- 
tional fatigue. 
Unless those female clerks 
mtist go up and down on the business of 
the store let them sit down. 
At the end of 
[he year you will find that they have sold 
as many goods and made as fine bargains- 
yea, 
better, 
for 
one 
clerk 
with 
a clear brain and rested body and radiance 
will sell more goods than two clerks with 
health bedraggled. 


Then I would have you carry out this 
sanitary idea, aiid put into as few hours as 
possible the work of the day. 
Some time 
ago—whether it has been changed I know 
tiot—there 
were 
1,000 grocer clerks 
in 
Brooklyn who went to business at 5 o'clock 
in the morning 
and continued until 10 
3'clock at night. 
Now, that is inhuman. 


It seems to me that all the merchants in 
all the departments ought, by simultaneous 
movement, to come out in behalf 
of the 
sarly closing theory. 
These young men 
3Ught to have an opportunity of going to 
the Mercantile Library, 
to the reading- 
cooms, to the concert hall, to the gymna- 
sium, to the church. 
They have 
nerves, 
';hey have brains, they have intellectual as- 
pirations, they have immortal 
spirits. 
If 
they can do a'good round day's work in the 
ten or eleven hours, you have no right to 
keep them harnessed for seventeen. 
I do 
aot think that any intelligent employer can 
iff'orAto be reckless of 
the physical and 
aientai health of his subordinates. 


But, above all, I charge you, O employ- 
ers 1 that von look after ithe moral and spir- 
itual welfare 
of your 
employes. 
First, 
know where they spend 
their evenings. 
That decides everything. 
You do not want 
iround your money drawer a young man 
who went last night to see Jack 
Sheppard. 
A man that comes into the store in 
the 
morning ghastly with .midnight revelry is 
Dot the man for your store. 
The young 
tuan who spends his evenings in the society 
Df refined women, or in musical or artistic 
tildes, or in literary improvement, is the 
young man for your store. 
^Vlthout any 
iisgusting inquisitiveness, without any im- 
ertinence, you ought to have your young 
men understand that you are interested so 
much in their welfare that you 
want to 
know where they spend their leisure hours, 
and they will frankly and gladly tell 
you. 


Do not say of these young men: "If they 
flo their work in the business hours, that 
¡8 all I have to ask." 
God has made- you 
that man's guardian. 
I want you to un- 
derstand that manj' of these youvp men are 
orphans, or worse than orphans, flung out 
in society to struggle for theraselves. 
A 
young man i" pitched into the middle of 
th 
Atlantic Ocean, and a plank is pitched 
after him. and then he is told to take that 
and 
swim 
ashore. 
Treat 
that young 
man as you would like to have your son 
treated if you were dead. 
Be a father 
to tiiat clerk. There is nothing more beaa* 


tifni than to hear an aged merchant ad- 
dressing his clerks and saying: "My son!" 
That yonng man in yomr employ has a his- 
tory. 
His father was a drunkard. 
His 
first remembrance 
of his father was the 
father coming home late at night intoxi- 
cated and the children hiding nnder the 
bed frightened. 
And that young man has 
i stood many a time between father 
and 
mother keeping her from the brutal blow. 
He is premattirely old in trying to provide 
for the house rent and clothing for his 
1 younger brothers and sisters. 
He 
may 
! seem to you like all the other young 
men, 
1 bnt God and his mother know he is a hero. 
; At 20 years of age he has suffered as much 
I as many have suffered at 60. 
Do not tread 
' on him. 
Do not swear at him. 
Do 
not 
send him on a useless errand. 
Say, "Good 
morning, and "Good night," and "Good- 
by." 
"You are deciding that man's destmy 
for two worlds. 


One of my earliest remembrances is of 
old Arthur Tap})an. 
There were many dif- 
ferences of opinion about his politics, but 
no one who ever knew Arthur Tappan, and 
knew him well, doubted his being an earn- 
est Christian. 
In his store in New York 
he had a room where every morning he 
called his employes together, and he prayed 
with them, 
read the Scrii)tures to them, 
sang with them, and then they entered on 
the duties of the day. 
On 
Monday morn- 
ing the i xercises diff'ered, and he gathered 
the young men together and asked 
them 
where they had attended church, what had 
lieeu their Sabbath experiences, and what 
h'ld been the sermon. 


Samuel Budgett had the largest business 
in the west of England. 
He had in a room 
of 
his warehouse a place pleasantly fur- 
nished 
with 
comfortable 
seats 
and 
"Fletcher's 
Family 
Devotions" 
and 
Wesleyaii hymn-books, and he gathered 
his employes together every morning, and, 
having sung, they knelt down and prayed 
side by side—the employer and the em- 
ployes. 


Do you wonder at the man's success, and 
that though 
thirty years before he had 
been a partner in a small retail shop in a 
bmall village, at his death he bequeathed 
many millions. 
God can 
trust 
such a 
man as that with plenty of money. 


Sir 
Titus 
Salt 
had 
wealth 
which 
was 
beyond 
computation, 
and 
at 
i Saltaire, 
England, 
he 
had 
a 
church 


j and 
a 
chajiel 
built 
and 
sup- 
; pt)rted by himself—the church for those 
j who preferred the Episcopal service, and 
I the chapel for those who preferred 
the 
Methodist s rvice. 
At the opening of one 
of his factories he gave a great dinner, 
I and there were thirty-tive hundred people 
, present, and in his after-dinner speech he 
said to these people gathered: 
"I cannot 
look around 
me and see this 
vast 
as- 
I seniblage of 
friends and workpeople with- 
j out being moved. I feel greatly honored by 
I the presence of the nobleman at my gide, 
' and I am especially delighted at the presence 
; of my workpeople. 
I hoi)e to draw around 
i me a population 
that 
will enjoy 
the 
I beauties of this neighborhood —a popula- 
I tion of 
well-paid, 
contented, 
happy 
I operatives. 
I have given instructions to 
my architects that nothing is to be spared 
to render the dwellings of the operatives a 
pattern to the country, and if my 
life is 
spared by Divine Providence I hope to see 
•jontentment, satisfaction, and happiness 
around me." 


That is Christian character demonstrated. 
There are others in this country and in 
other lands on a smaller scale doing their 
best for their employes. 
Thoy have not 
forgotten their own early struggles. 
They 
remember the first yard of nankeen they 
measured, 
the 
first 
quarter 
of tea they 
weighed, the first banister they turned, the 
first roof they shingled. 
They remember 
how they were discouraged, how hungry they 
were, and how cold and how tired they 
were, and though they may be 60 or 70 
years of age, 
they know just how a boy 
feels between 20 and 30. 
They have not 
forgotten 
it. 
Those wealthy employers 
were not originally let down out of heaven 
with pulleys of silk in a wicker basket, 
satin-lined, fanned by cherubic 
wings. 
They started in roughest cradle, on whose 
rocker misfortune put her violent foot and 
tipped them into the cold world. 
Those 
old men are sympathetii- with boys. 


But you are not only to be kind to those 
who are under you—Christianly kind— 
you are also to see that j-our 
boss 
work- 
man and your head clerks and your agents 
and your overseers in stores are kiud to 
those under them. 
Sometimes a man will 
get a little brief authority in a store or in 
a factory, and while they are very courteous 
to you, 
the capitalist, or to you, the head 
man of the firm, they are most brutal in 
their treatment of those under them, God 
only knows what some of the lads suffer in 
the cellars and in the lofts of some of our 
great establishments. 
They have no one 
to appeal to. 
The time will come when 
their arms will be strong, 
and they can 
defend themselves, 
but not now. 
Alas! 
for some of the cash boys, and the mes- 
senger-boys, and the boys that sweep the 
store. 
Alas! for some of 
them! 
Now, 
you capitalist, you the head man of the 
firm, must look, 
supervise, see those all 
around j'ou, investigate all beneath you. 


And then I chi.rge you not to put un- 
necessaiy temptati..!i 
in the way of your 
young men. 
Do not keep large sums of 
money lying around ungarded. Know how- 
much money there is in the till. 
Do not 
have the account-book loosely kept. There 
are temptations inevitable to young men, 
and enough of them without you 
puttmg 
any unnecessary temptations in their way. 
Men in Wall street having thirty years of 
reputation for honesty have dropped into 
Sing Sing and perdition, and you must be 
careful how you try a lad of ir>. 
And if 
he do wrong do not pounce on him like a 
hyena. 
If he prove himself unworthy of 
vour confidence do not call in the police, 
but take him home, tell why you dismissed 
him to those who will give him another 
chance. 
Many a young 
man has 
done 
wrong once who will never do wrong again. 


Ah! my friends, I thmk we can afford to 
give everybody another chance, when God 
knows we should all have been iu perdition 
if he had not given us ten 
thousand 
chances. 


Then if in moving around your factory, 
or mill, or barn, or store, you are inexor- 
able with young men, God will remember 
it. 
Some day the wheel of 
fortune will 
turn, and you will be a pau])er. and your 
daughter will go to the 
woik-house, and 
your son will die on the 
scaffold. 
If iu 
moving among your young men you see 
one with an ominous pallor of cheek, or 
you hear him coughing behiml the counter, 
say to him: 
"Stay home a day or two and 
rest, or go out and breathe the breath of the 
hills." 
If his mother die do not demand 
that on the day after the funeral he be in 
the store. 
Give him at least a week to get 
over that which he will never get over. 


Employers, urge upon your employes, 
above all, a positive religious life. 
You 
can do it. 
You are in a position not to be 
laughed at, or scoffed at, or jeered at. You 
hold the keys of the establishment, and by 
your position you demand reverence. Now, 
urge all those employes into a religious 
life. 
So far from that, how is it, young 
men? 
Instead of being cheered on the 
road to heaven some of you are caricatured, 
and it is a hard thing for you to keep your 
Christian integrity in that store or factory 
where there are so many hostile to religion. 
Ziethen, a brave general under Frederick 
the Great, was a Christian. 
Frederick the 
Great was an infidel. 
One day Ziethen, 
the venerable, white-haired Reuerai, asked 
to be excused from military duty that he 
might attend the holy sacrament. 
He was 


excused. A few days after Ziethen was 
dining with the king and with many no- 
ta' les of Prussia wh' n Frederick the Great, 
lii a jocose way, said: "Well, Ziethen, how 
did the sacrament of last Friday digest?" 
! The venerable old warrior arose and said: 
j "For your majesty I have risked my life 
many a time on the battle-field, and for 
your majesty I would be willing any time 
to die; but you do wrong when you insult 
the Christian religion. You will forgive 
me if I, your old military servant, can not 
bear iif silence any insult to my Lord and 
my Savior." Frederick the Great leaped 
to his feet, and ne put out his hand and he 
said: "Happy Ziethen! Forgive me, forgive 
me. 
You will never be bothered again." 


Oh! there are many beings scoffed at for 
their religion, and I thank God there are 
many men as brave as Ziethen. 
Go to 
Heaven yourself, O employer! 
Take all 
your people with you, 
iSoon you will be 
through buving and selling, and through 
wi:h manufacturinij and buildim,'. and liod 
will ask you: ' Where are all those jseople 
over whom you had so great intluence'? 
Are they here? 
Will they be here?" 
O 
ship-owners! into what harbor will your 
crew sail/ After being tossed ou so many, 
seas will they gain the port of heaven'.-' 
O 
bankersi are those young men whonre ;uii- 
ning np and down the long lines of tigiire<, 
and handling the checks and diafts. and 
handling the rolls of government securiii -. 
—are they keeping their 
ac-oiints 
right 
with God—the credit a'-count of mercies 
received and the debt account of sins for- 
given? 
O you dry-goods merehants! are 
those young men uiuTer your care who are 
providing fabrics of a]iparel for head and 
hand and foot and back to go unclothed— 
unclothed into eteniity? 
O you merchant 
grocers' are those young men that under 
your care are providing food for the bodies 
and families of men to go starved forever? 
O you manufacturers of this I'nited States! 
with so many wbe ds tlying, and so many 
bands pulling, and so many new patterns 
turne<l out, and so many goods ship])ed - 
are the spinners, are the carmen, ;ire the 
draymen, are the salesmen, are the watch- 
ers of 
your establishments working out 
eveiything but their own salvation? Can 
it be that, having those people under your 
care live. ten. twenty years, .\ou have made 
no everlasting imj-ression for good on their 
immortal souls? 
God 
turn 
us all back 
from such seltisliness, and teach us to live 
for others and not for ourselves. 
I'hrist 
sets us the example of sacrifice, and so do 
many of his disciples. 


One summer in California a gentleman 
who had just removed from the Sandwich 
islands told me this incident. 
He said one 
of 
the 
Sandwich 
islands is devoted 
to 
lepers.

On one

cian who alw ays -wore his hand ulov. d. nud 
it was often discussed why he always had a 
glove on that haiii! umlei-all circumstances. 


One day this physiciaTi came to the city 
authorities, and h • withdrew hi-; glove, and 
he said to the officers of the law: 
"You 
see ou that hand a sjjot of the le])rosy, and 
that I am do(uned to die. 
I might hide this 
for a litile while and keep away from the 
isle of lepers; but I am a physician, and I 
can '^o on that island and admisiter to the 
sufferings of those who are farther gone in 
the disease, an<l I should like to po now. 
It would l)e seir.sh in me to stay amid these 
luxurious surioundini^s when I might be of 
so much help to the wretched. 
Send me 
to the isle of the le])ers." 
Ihey, seeing the 
spot of leprosy, of course took the man 
into custody. 
He bade 
farewell to his 
family and his friends. 
It was an agoniz- 
ing farewell. 
He could never see them 
again. 
P e was taken to the isle of the 
lepers, and there wrought amono: the sick 
until prostrated by his own death, which at 
last came. 
Oh! that was magnificent self- 
denial. magnificent sacrit;ct\ only surpassed 
by that of Him who exiled Himself from 
the hearth of heaven to this leprous island 
of the world that He miííht physician our 
wounds, and weep our griefs, and die our 
deaths, turning the isle ot a lejjrous -world 
into a ereat, blooming, paradisical garden. 
Whether employer or employe, let us catch 
that spirit.

Two Democrats Running-forCon- 


gress at Indianapolis. 


TNDTANAPCT,TS, May 29.—The excite- 


ment incident io the democratic prima- 
ries proved but the forenmner to greater 
excitement aud more pronounced bitter- 
ness iu the congressional convention yes- 
terday, and the result is two candidates 
cloimicg to have been regularly nomina- 
ted.

Frederick the Great wan a rough and terri- 
ble man, aiid he ordered the miller into his 
presence, and the King with a stick in hie 
hand—a stick with which he sometimes 
struck the officer^ of State—said to ithe 
miller: "Now, 9 have offered yon three 
times the value of that property, and if 
yon won't sell it Til luke it anyhow." The 
miller said: 
Your Majesty, you won't." 


"Yes," said tho King, "I "will take it." 
' Jheu," wml the miller, "if your Majesty 
does take it I will sue you in the Chancery 
Court." 
At that threat Frederick 
the 


Great yielded his infamous demand. 
And 


the most imperious outrage against the 
working classes will yet cower before the 
law. 
Violence and contrary to the law will 


never accomplish anything," but righteous- 
ness and according to the low will accom- 
plish it. 


Rut gradually the damages done the 


laborer by. the strikes will bo repaired, and 
some important- things ought now to be 
said. 


The whole tendency of our times, as you 


have noticed, is to make the chaani between 
employer and employe wider and wider 
In uldeo time Jhe head man of the fuctorv 
the master builder, tho capitalist, and the 
hf-ad man of tho firm worked side by side 
with their employes,—working sometimes 
at the sumo bench, dining at the same 
table-and there nre those here who can 
remember the lime when the clerks of 
largo commercial houses were accustomed 
to board with (ho head men of the firm. 


All this is changed, aud the tendency is 


fo make tin- distance between employer and 
employe wider and wider. The tendency 
IB to make the employe feel thuf. he is 
wronged by the success of the capitalist 
and to make the capitalist feel: 
"Now my 


laborers are only bf-nnte of burden; I must 
give fio much money for so mneh drudgery 
jnst so many pieces of silver fo'r no many 
beads of sweat." Iu other words, the 
bridge of sympathy is brehen down at 
botn enn*H. • That feeling wtiswolldeRRribed 
by Thomas Carlylo when he said: "Plug- 
son, of St. Dolly Undershot, buccaimer- 
like, says to his men: 'Noble spinners, this 
is the hundredth thousand we have gained 
wherein I mean to dwell and plant my vine- 
yards. The hundred thousand pound is 
mine, (ho daily wage waa yonrs. Adieu, 
noble Bpmners; drink my health with this 
groat each which I give von -over and 
above.' " 


Now, 
what wo want is to rebuild that 


bridge of sympathy, and 1 put the trowel 
to one of the abutments to-day; aud I 
preach more especially this morning to em- 
ployers as such, although what 
T have to 


say will be appropriate to all who are in 
the house. 


The outrageous behavior of a multitude 


of laborers toward their employers during 
the last three months, behavior infamous 
and worthy of the most condign punish- 
ment, may have induced some cuiirioven* 
to neglect Rome of the real Christian duties 
that ihuy owe to those whom they employ. 
Jhereforol wnntto say to you whom ' I 
confront face lo face, and those to whom 
these wordfi may c.ome, that all ship-owners, 
all cnpilahKlH, all commercial firms, nil 
master-build.*-;, all hotifiewiven, are bound 
to bn ifitwme.l in the entire welfare of 
tlu-ir hubordinntcH. 
Years »g<. someone 


gave three presciiplionH for becoming a 
millionaire. 
Firm, spend vour life in get- 


ting and keeping the earnings of other 
people; secondly, have no anxi.-fy about 
the worrimriitH. the Josses, the disappoint- 
ments of others; thirdly, do not mind the 
fact that your vast wealth implies the pov- 
erty of a great many people. Now, there 
is not a man in my audience who would 


about investments, about life insim 
about savings banks. 
You ought to give 


him the benefit of your experience. There 
are hundreds and thousands of employers 
in this country and England, I am glad t» 
Bay, who are settling in the very best posa 
ble way the destiny of the employe. Sue 
men as Marshall, of Leeds; Lister, 
Bradford; "Akroyd, of Halifax; and L..
